The battalion had 40 good rifles which were used for guard service 
and record practices, and about 200 old, discarded rifles which were 
used for drill and marksmanship training. Some model -Ml 941 PPSfcCH ’ 
submachine guns were used for instruction purposes. Prior to the 
spring of 1954> no other weapons were available for instruction and 
training, nor were any weapons or ammunitions stored in the billeting 
area in case of alarm or mobilization* ^he battalion had two trucks 
which were used for supply. Training during the four weeks* basic 
training course included formal drill and marching exercises, 
marksmanship training with rifles and the simpMtot basic practices of 
combat training. There were no night exercises and no instruction in 
map-reading or uss Of ths eompass. Blank cartridges were never used. 

I Political indoctrination was 

essentially intensified $nd included political instruction, discussions 
and the study of newspapers. After the recruits* reassignment to the 
labor companies, the soldiers who worked eight hours daily received an 
additional two hours* military training which was given in the form of 
political instruction twice a week. 

Every soldier received a payment of 8 s^oty per i^sath*. Soldiers 
working in the pit also received wages which averaged 1,000 to 1,200 
z/oty a month for underground workers and were to >a paid by the pit 
management. About 40 percent of these wages were paid out and the 
balance was retained by the battalien. The morale of the troeps was 
bad, all the more so as the members of the labor battalions were 
considered second-rate soldiers.
